It is evident 
that the Russians fled quickly when 
Nan Shan was lost, expecting that 
G-eroral Oku would immediately take 
possession of Dalny.

The docks and piers at 
balny were not destroyed. 
Bandits 


occupied the city 'after the Russians 
left and levied tribute on tho inhab- 
itants. 
A Chinese contractor 
who 


had built most of Dalny for tho Rus- 
sians was held for ransom and

clerks were killed. 
The town wao 


still burning May 28 when tho refu- 
gees started for Oho Poo. The 'Japa- 
nese had not appeared at Dalny up to 
that time. One junk which was leav- 
ing Dalny was sunk by bandits and 
fifty persona were drowned. Tho Chi- 
nese who have arrived here did not 
leave Dalny or Talien Wan because 
they wore afraid of the Russians or 
Japanese. They fled from tho bandits 
who entered those towns.

There was a clash between the at- 
torneys over the attempt of the stale 
10 refresh the memory of tho wit- 
ness, who finally declared he did not 
hear Dimn say ne had searched all 
tho cisterns about Wallen.

INDIANA LOSES 


VANDALIA SUIT 


United States Supreme Court Has 


Reversed Indiana Supreme Court 


and State Loses $ 1,000,000 


STftTE SLEPT TOO 
ITS CLAIM 


. Washington, May 31.—In am opin- 
ion, by Justice Holmes the United 
States supreme court today reversed 
the opinion of .the supreme court of 
Indiana in tho case of the 
Terra 


Haute and Indianapolis Railroad 
company versus tho State of Indiana. 
Tho case involved a million dollars 
claimed by the stato under the char- 
ter granted to the railroad company, 
which provided that all the net pro- 
ceeds of tho road should ."be turned 
over to the state for the 'benefit oi 
the common schools. 
The charter 


was subsequently surrendered by the 
railroad company, 
notwithstanding 


the fact that the state court uphel.l 
.the claim. Todays opinion takes tna 
position that in the absence of legis- 
lation after tho surrender 
of 
the 


charter the state could not recover. 
.'^T'CHST OF THE DECISION. 
. The gist of tho decision is that tha 
law of the legislature ofc!897 on 
which the suit is based is repugnant 
to tho contract clause of the consti- 
tution of tho United States, aud to 
the 
fourteenth 
amendment. 
Mr. 


Justice Holmes reviewed tho history 
of the. Vandalia railroad iii detail. 
He called attention to tho fact thlt 
tho legislature n-cver regulated tho 
.tolls and freights of tho railroad as 
provided In section 23 of the road's 
charter and never required tho com- 
pany to furnish a statement of its 
expenditures, expenses, or profits. Ha 
dwelt on tho fact that in 1873 tho 
.company surrendered its charter and 
came In under the general law. Tills 
surrender o£ charter, it was hold, fol- 
lowed by the company's judgment 
in 1870 and affirmed by tho supremo 
court in 1878 put at rest the claim 
that the company was liable to the 
state under section 23 of tho charter. 
That view, ho noted, seemed to Lo 
Acquiesced in for more than twenty 
years or until 1&07 when tho legis- 
lature passed four statutes, under

So little had 
tho public been permitted to know 
at his declining health that news 
of his death Saturday camo ns a 
matter of great surprise if not of 
shock to the people of the country. In 
candor it must bo said tho passing of 
tills remarkable man will not toe oc- 
casion for general sorrow. 
A vast 


majority of the people of the coun- 


try had view of him only from a 
distance and-In the aspects of him 
so presented 
there 
was not thi 


which excites either high public ad 
miration or commands great publl 
esteem. 


For near a score of years he sat in 


the Bonate of the United States, and 
there, 
though 
conspicuous 
even 


among the greatest of his party, his 
course- was such that history musl 
take estimate of him as a politician 
and not as a statesman. While un- 
questionably he had great Influence 
in ^shaping legislation and determin- 
ing public policy," his activities had 
mainly to do with the political phases 
of what was done, 


No man in modem public life has 


been so much criticised, so bitterly 
reviled, BO frankly denounced as was 
Quay. He was held up, pictured, de- 
scribed and proclaimed as the embod- 
iment and incarnation of all that was 
vicious and demoralizing in the poli- 
tics of the times. Outspoken censure 
of the man and his methods was not 
confined to mere partisan arraign- 
ment by political opponents of the 
other side; within his own party and 
by men high and influential in its 
councils he was openly stigmatized 
and publicly condemned as a cor- 
ruptionlst 
and 
malefactor. 
Quay 


bad the'faculty of breeding malig- 
nant enmities, as he had the faculty 
of contracting tha most loyal friend- 
ships, and it is probable that to the 


:treme and Implacable antagonisms 


lie had capacity to arouse may be 
In some measure ascribed the bitter- 
ness of the denunciations that fell 
upon him. 
But that he was an ex- 


emplar of all that Is worst in the 
politics of the country needs no bet- 
ter proof than that for a score of 
years he had boon political autocrat 
in the most corruptly governed state 


of the union and absolute dictatdr 
of tho most ruthless and mercenary 
political machine of which there is 
any record, unless the one possible 
exception of Tammany in tho palmy 
days of Tweed be made.

jolltlcs Senator Quay was n. master. 


EIo had born qualities of leadership. 


EIo had genius for organization and

At the last meeting of the 


association, March, 1904, a list of 
approved high schools was present- 
ed by the board of inspectors and ac- 
cepted by the association. 


In presenting its report the board 


of inspectors made 
the following 


statement: 
"The board has not at- 


tempted to make a large list; on the 
contrary, only those schools which, 
possess organization, teaching force, 
standards of scholarship, equipment, 
esprit de corps, etc., of such charac- 
ter us would unhesitatingly 
com- . 


mend them to any educator, college 
or university in the north central 
territory or in the entire country are 
offered for your consideration." The 
list of' approved schools in Indiana 
Is as follows:

Burning of Lackawanni Rail- 


road Pier in Jersey City 


Causes Immense Loss. 


New York, 
May., 30.—;OriB death 


may have resulted from" the 'tire that 
started In Jersey City last evening 
on the Starin bnrge Allen C. Church- 
ill and swept over seven of the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna and 
Western 


railroad company's freight and coal 
piers. The police wore informed to- 
day that the mate of the Churchill 
could not be found and that It was 
feared he might have perished. The j 
police estimate the *oss by the fire a.t 
$1,000,000. 


The blaze for two hours threatened 


to repeat the great disaster of June, 
1000, when many lives were lost I/i 
the North German Lloyd conflagra- 
tion, one of the greatest fires 'ever in 
tne neighborhood of New York. 


What prevented 
the 
fire 
from 


spreading far to the north along the 
Hoboken water front was a desperate 
and successful fight with the flames 
at what is known as the now Lacka- 
wanna pier No. 5, in which 31,000,- 
)00 worth of freight was stored and 
which cost $250,000 to build. 
Here 


the flre fighters concentrated tuuir 
energies after it was seen that all 
attempts to control the flames on tua 
:>iers alrendy attacked were futile. 


Fire boats, iiillroad tugs with fire 


lighting apparatus, fire engines from 
Jersey City, nnd bucket brigades for 
two hours faced the tremendous heat 
of the flames from the blazing piers 
to the south/of them. 
To save the 


Ire boats themselves from bursting- 
into flames from the rain of red-hot 
cinders which fell In dense showers 
!pon them, part of the energy of the 
firemen and tugrboat men had to be 
directed to drenching 
their own 


decks.

gering the Lackawanna depot and.

Our nation grows men. Never sold-

said to the vanquished, 'go to your 
homes in,peace and begin anew tho 
work of rebuilding your country,' 
It Is no wonder that in later years the 
sons of the soldiers who wore tho 
blue and the sons of those who "wore 
the grey have marched side by aide 
together. Not all the union soldiers 


• 'of 1861-65 were scholars, philoso-
